An Act to amend the Tramways (Ireland) Acts, 1860 a.d. 1871 . 

and 1861. 

X¥7"HEEEAS the twenty-fourth section of “ The Tramways 
» » (Ireland) Act, 1860,” provides that every tramway made 
irnder that Act shall he worked by animal power only, and it is 
expedient that the said provision he repealed : 

5 Be it therefore enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained in “ The Tramways Tramways 
10 (Ireland) Act, 1860,” the grand jiuy of any county may approve ma y b 

of any provisional order for authorising the construction of a tram- mechanical 
way to be worked by a locomotive engine or other mechanical P ower - 
power, and the Lord Lieutenant may make an Order in Council 
authorising the making and maintaining of such tramway, subject 
15 to such conditions and restrictions as the grand jury or the Lord 
Lieutenant respectively may think fit to make with respect to the 
speed at which any train upon such tramway should be moved or 
the nature of the traffic to be conveyed on such tramways. 

2. This Act and “The Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1860,” and Recited Acts 
20 “ The Tramways (Ireland) Amendment. Act, 1861,” shall be read t 7 be^ad^ 

together as one Act. together.
